hole he can find, and when the light approaches him, all his 
pride that ſhined in the dark, is now but abſolute dirt, and he 


' himlclf like a caſhicred cheating officer, tumbled headlong 


down from whence he came : Oh that you could but ſee how 
ke looked, and yet the traitor was not oyercome by the force 
of Cannon (hot, but by the light of glory : and the noyle that
